Shy Edmonton Lama an actor 
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Edmonton Buddhist Lama 
to appear in Scorsese film 


Geshe Kaldan, a Tibetan Budd- 
hist Lama who calls Edmonton 
home, is about to become enlight- 
ened in the ways of the film indus- 
try. No less a director than Martin 
Scorsese asked Kaldan to play the 
role of Lobsang Tashi, Tibet's prime 
minister, in a new movie about the 
1959 Chinese invasion of Tibet. 

The film titled Kundun (Dali 
Lama) began production last 
month in Morocco. Paul Buffel, a 
disciple of Kaldan’s, explained New 
York-based Refugee Productions 
had roles for 35 Tibetans, but there 
are only “about three professional 
Tibetan actors in the world.” 

Scorsese, the acclaimed director 
of such films as Taxi Driver and 
Casino, asked Kaldan to appear in 
Little Buddha seven years ago, but 
the shy monk declined. To land his 
current role, Kaldan was persuaded 
to audition on videotape. The 67- 
year-old Lama said he’s “very shy” 
about the prospect of appearing in 
the film. Kaldan is the Lama for 
Edmonton’s Gaden Samten Ling 
Tibetan Buddhist Meditation 
Society. The society has about 100 
students. 

The society will also hold its 
annual Tibetan Bazaar, 10 a.m. to 6 
p.m., Oct. 5-6 at the Strathcona 
Community Centre, 10139-87 Ave. 
The bazaar includes videos, crafts,

He's a fan of many types of music, 
from the Led Zeppelin of his 
teenage days to his favorite band 
now, Living Colour. He suggests 
the album reflects the current mar- 
riage of cultures within the world 
of music and beyond.

Pullitzer Prize-winning play’s gay sexuality is a little strong for some Tories

nother controversy over arts 

funding and community stan- 
dards is pitting the Alberta cultural 
community against provincial politi- 
cians and raising questions about 
jong-term support for the arts. 

As the curtain rose in Calgary 
this week on Tony Kushner’s 
Pulitzer-prize winning play Angels 
in America, Tory MLAs denounc- 

ed the production and called for 
funding cuts to theatre groups. 

“The play is full of profanity, full 
or simulated male sex and appar- 
ently has some harsh comments to 
make about the Mormon Church,” 
said Lorne Taylor, Progressive 
Conservative MLA for Cypress- 
Medicine Hat. “I don’t think the 
government should be funding 
crap like that.” Taylor says he has 
not seen the play.

This is the second time in two 
months provincial Conservative 
politicians have invoked communi- 
ty standards and talked of cutting 
funding to arts groups. Last month, 
Tory backbencher Julius Yankow- 
sky called an Edmonton author’s 
children’s book “sexist hate litera- 
ture,” and suggested banning it.

without male help

AM annual event dedicated to rais- 
ing awareness about violence 
against women is again drawing fire 
from critics who charge the event is 
sexist and counter-productive 
because it excludes men. 

“Take Back the Night is an event 
that should involve everybody. It’s 
not just a problem about women 
victims. It’s a problem of power 
and authority versus insecurity 
and about people using the wrong 
tools to solve their problems,” said 
Danielle Larsen. 

Larsen’s abusive ex-boyfriend 
entered her Edmonton home five 
years ago and shot her in the face. 
She’s now a quadriplegic and 
though her attacker is behind bars, 
she still worries for her safety. 

“The strange thing is, I don’t 
necessarily have fear towards the 
individual that did this to me, but 
of my knowledge that people do 
things without thinking of the con- 
Sequences,” said Larsen. 

Despite her experience, Larsen 
doesn’t believe Take Back the 
Night should exclude male partici- 
pation. The annual march and rally 
takes place in Edmonton, Sept- 
ember 20, and usually draws about 
500 women. 

Larsen says she'd like to see the 
Tally become a more co-operative 





































ous years, Larsen says she’s con- 
cerned it is often used Sa 
‘unity to male ba:

need to take action against vio- 
lence in our communities.” 

She adds men are not excluded 
completely from the event, but are 
limited in their activities. Her 
group asks men to provide child 
care and transportation or sell T- 
shirts. They’re asked to refrain 
from marching so women can con- 
vey they are the main targets of 
violence. Citing a statistic from the 
Edmonton Police Service, Logan 
said 95 per cent of violence cases 
investigated involve male perpetra- 
tors and female victims. 

The leader of a national men’s 
rights movement disputes that sta- 
tistic and the premise for the 
march. “Men need safety just as 
much as women do,” said Ferrel 
Christensen, president of the 
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for Avonmore and the opposition 
culture critic, said the increased 
attacks on the arts by Tories is an 
early signal the government wants 
to get out of the business of sup- 
porting the arts. 

While he suggests the govern- 
ment will not withdraw financial 
support until after the next elec- 
tion, Zwozdesky said the “extreme 
right wing faction of the caucus” is 
sharpening the axe. 

He said other signs, such as the 
cancellation of the playing of the 
carillon at the Alberta Legislature 
and the adjudication of arts at the 
community level, point to “a con- 
sistent attack against the arts. The 
arts are in trouble.” 

Gordon Turtle, communications 
director for community develop- 
ment, dismisses Zwozdesky’s 
fears. “I can’t predict the future, 
but certainly no plans like that are 


under way at the moment.” 

Shirley McClellan, minister of 
Community Development, recog- 
nizes the economic benefits of a 
vibrant arts and cultural communi- 
ty, says Turtle. “They remain a 
vital part of our business plan.” 

McClellan hasn't felt pressure in 
any “formal” way from other Tory 
MLAs to make cuts to culture, says 
Turtle. But he added, “I think they 
voice an element of concern 
among Albertans and our minister 
respects that point of view.” 

Nonetheless, the outcry over 
Angels has been loud. Other Tory 
back-benchers, including Calgary 
MLAs Heather Forsyth and Jon 
Havelock, have also criticized the 
play, currently running at Calgary's 
Martha Cohen Theatre and pro- 
duced by Alberta Theatre Projects. 

Angels in America opens at 
Edmonton’s Phoenix Theatre Oct. 


12. The Citadel Theatre will mount 
a production of Perestroika, the 
second part of Angels in America 
Oct. 30 

Kushner’s epic two-part play 
subtitled A Gay Fantasia on Nat- 
ional Themes deals with every- 
thing from homosexuality to poli- 
tics, AIDS and justice 

Patti Pon, an administrator with 
Alberta Theatre Projects, says the 
simulated sex scene between two 
men in the play is less than one 
minute in the context of a 3-1/2 
hour play. 

However, Taylor says he’s going 
to talk to McClellan about funding 
for the ATP production. The MLA 
says he favors the amount of the 
play’s production being cut from 
ATP’s grant next year. Ultimately, 
he'd like to see all grants to all the- 
atres cut.

o beer please, John Kastner 
will drink water when he’s in 
town, or at least some refresh- 
ment brewed with Edmonton 
water. He hopes to pick up some 
of whatever caused Edmonton to 
become the only Canadian city 
booked for two concerts by his 
band, Montreal-based Doughboys. 
“I don’t know, there’s something 
in the water,” Kastner said last 
week from a tour stop in 
Belleville, ON. 


Dinwoodie show cancelled 


That’s the reason he gave for 
the band’s original decision to 
play Edmonton on both legs of a 
double-barrelled tour in support 
of a new album, Turn me on. A 
three-week stint with opening act 
Pluto was to hit University of 
Alberta’s Dinwoodie Lounge 
tonight (Thursday), but that was 
cancelled. 

However, after crossing the 
mountains and switching touring 
mates, the band will still return to 
the Rev (10030-102 St.) Thursday, 
Sept. 26 with Ireland’s Therapy! 
and Americans Pansy Division. 

According to Kastner, the tour 
lasts “forever, man.” That’s partly 
due to a more effective release 
strategy for Turn me on com- 
pared to the last album Crush, 
which is headed for Platinum 
sales in Canada and enjoyed suc- 
cess in Japan, parts of Europe and

the United States. 

“The thing with Crush is that it 
got released in so many countries 
on the same day that by the time 
we got to some places it was real- 
ly old. So with this record, we're 
staggering the releases. Every- 
where we go, we're always gonna 
be current.” 

Turn me on was produced in 
two phases. Daniel Rey, a close 
band friend who produced Crush, 
oversaw the more melodious 
tunes like Coma and Slip Away. 
The heavier songs were produced 
in New York by Ted Niceley, 
who’s worked with Beck and Foo 
Fighters. 


Went nicely with Niceley 


“We'd had (Niceley’s) Girls 
Against Boys and Fugazi records 
and just thought he was a cool 
producer, so we just phoned him 
up and said, ‘yeah, are you inter- 
ested?’ He had our records and he 
loved the band and he flew up 


right away.” 

While Kastner says the Niceley 
material is heavier than anything 
the Doughboys have done, fans 
will more likely notice a shift in 
another direction — the Rey stuff 
is less guitar-driven than fans have 
come to expect. 

“A song like Coma, I don’t think 
we've ever had a song like that be- 
fore. Maybe Sunflower Honey on 
Happy Accidents would have 
been the closest.”

But he doesn’t call it a new 
direction. 

“It’s only three songs off the 
whole record. Overall, there’s still 
the same punch-you-in-the-face 
guitars and harmonies that we’ve 
always had.

So Stephanie Beaumont’s a 
country girl, and this is a reck ’n’ 
roll world. But wait a minute. This 
ain’t Garth overdone Brooks here. 
This is Canadian down-on-the- 
farm, after-the-chores-are-done, 
on-a-Saturday-night country music. 

This tasty treat of a début (on 
the same label that’s given us 
Pursuit of Happiness and super- 
Garage; go figure) will appeal a lot 
more to those who enjoy Stony 
Plain Records’ view of C&W than 
fans of the basic Nashville formu- 
la.

At his best, Tariq sounds like a 
mellowed-out Bob Wiseman, using 
a not necessarily skilled voice to 
force his pointed, intelligent lyrics 
over catchy yet almost inaccessi- 
ble guitar.

Instead, they 
should be able to just sit and 
enjoy, because there’s plenty on 
this Calgary musician’s full-length 
début to enjoy.

Unbeknownst to many, Liver- 
pool trio Icicle Works continued 
past the sugary post new-wave pop 
of Whisper to a Scream to record 
a few more albums with Beggars’ 
Banquet. With later stuff like 
Blind, they progressed markedly, 
clearly showing the influences of 
America’s grunge movement. They 
still presented imminently accessi- 
ble rock, but with crunching gui- 
tars and vocals as strained as they 
could be, considering the ample 
range of Ian McNabb’s voice.

hina is, for most of us, an enigma. It’s a 
and of mystery and intrigue, the true 
ent, steeped in thousands of years of 
y rule and muffled in the cloak of 
communism. But it is a culture in transition 
and, next week, Edmonton-based dance 
company Ballet North will be bringing the 
Chinese a new vision of dance as it is exe- 
cuted in the Western World. 

A little less than a year ago, the compa- 
ny’s one-time piano accompanist Art Zhang 
returned to his home province of ShanDong 
for a visit. He showed a Ballet North promo- 
tional video to some government offic 
they told two friends — and in record time, 
an official invitation was extended. 

Later this month, the company will take 
10 dancers and five support staff to China to 
give 18 performances in nine cities. They'll 
do it in just under a month. In 28 days, 
Canadian dancers are planning to take the 
Chinese cultural community by storm. 

Primarily a touring company, Ballet North 
officials are accustomed to the rigors of co- 
ordinating people, time and space. And for a 
trip such as this, they need to be. If you 
think dancers have incredible timing and 
balance, try organizing a trip to a commu- 
nist country. 

General Manager Paul Reich handles the 
organizational duties. In 1993, he co-ordinat- 
ed a tour in the former Soviet Union and, 
since Ballet North’s inception 10 years ago, 
he has taken the troupe around much of 
Canada and the U.S. 

The basic lineup of events looks some- 
thing like this: as soon as an invitation is 
extended, a flurry of activity begins. To 
secure funding for a tour, you must know 
the number of cities on the itinerary, travel 
and accommodation plans, the length of the 
tour, the number of dancers and technical 
staff involved and what the financial 
requirements will be. In order to determine 
those things, you must know how much 
money you will have. Sound confusing? 
Welcome to performance touring. 

Over and above practical considerations, 
there are artistic questions to consider: 
what sort of props and costumes can be 
taken versus the complexity of the pieces 
performed and what ideas will most easily 
translate to people in a foreign land? 

And China throws in a wrench, because 
every aspect of the performance must be 
approved before any performers are 
allowed to enter the country. 

For centuries, creative work in China was 
restricted to the very traditional. This 
changed in 1966 with the Cultural

Government officials 
will not allow political referenc x or 
violence, and performances must be suit- 
able for any age. 

During the past 10 years, China has 
opened its doors to more contemporary 
Western work. Dance in China has moved 
beyond the most rigid traditional move- 
ments, but it would still be called main- 
stream in the Canadian context. Acrobatics 
and classical training both form a large part 
of the body of work available there. 

Herein lies the beauty and appeal of 
Ballet North. Because they are a school as 
well as a professional touring company, stu- 
dents are taught formal technique and the 
choreography of artistic director Paula 
Groulx balances technique with modern 
movement and music. When dancers are 
hired for a tour, they must be both solid in 
jumps and turns and fluent in modern move- 
ment. 

Groulx has created many new dances for 
this trip. A very physical piece entitled 
Ndoki , full of stunning energies and pulses, 
addresses illegal poaching of exotic animals 
in Africa. The company’s use of lighting and 
minimalist costuming accentuate the form 
of the body and, in so doing, the dancers 
become transformed. 

Thus, in a culture where technique is so 
valued and new movement is so rare, nine 
provinces in China will be presented with a 
company whose values and innovation are 
both familiar and new. Zhang, accompany- 
ing the dancers as interpreter, is very confi- 
dent Ballet North will be well-received. “I 
feel I did something for my home town,” he 
said, of the upcoming tour. 

Reich predicts this Chinese tour will have 
positive repercussions throughout the 
Canadian dance and artistic communities. 
Every time a Canadian troupe tours abroad, 
he said, they are representatives of Canada 
and Canadian culture. They open doors for 
more Canadian art to be recognized global- 
ly. 

In marrying the traditional with the non- 
traditional and showing it to the world, 
Ballet North has become a Canadian dele- 
gate bringing new artistic forms to an old 
culture. e

From Studio Theatre comes a 
Chekhov play for anybody who's 
ever wracked their brains to find 
their true vocation — and come 
out a bit jaded. The central charac- 
ter in Seagull (1895) is Konstantin, 
a young man who seeks a new 
identity through play-writing and 
in his love for Nina, an aspiring 
actress. 

MFA Directing Candidate Jenni- 
fer Tarver, who directs Studio 
Theatre's season opener, found 
Seagull illuminating from the point 
of view of artistic vocation. Pro- 
minent in Chekhov's work is “the 
idea that art really is above every- 
thing, the highest aspiration you 
can have. People's identity (con- 
cerns) how they identify them- 
selves through art — and artists 
can relate to that perspective,” 
said Tarver. 

So, a play for and about budding 
artists. Do Konstantin and Nina tri- 


umph? Of course not — this is 
Chekhov: cultivated types fall prey 
to a vulgar environment. And in 
the bracing irony of Seagull, it's 
the established artists who bull- 
doze over creative self-fulfilment 
and sympathetic expression. Kon- 
stantin's arriviste mother, a petty 
actress, blasts her son's spirit, 
while his love for Nina is opposed 
by her rich father and by the allure 
of a famous playwright, who suc- 
ceeds in seducing and ruining her. 
Yet amid these external con- 
flicts, defeated characters formu- 
late a new life-purpose, grapple 
with their sense of vocation. Even 
the celebrated writer (Trigorin) 
measures the price of his vocation, 
an arduous detachment from life. 
“Day and night I am haunted by 
one thought: I must write, I must. . 
. [have no rest from myself, and I 
feel that I am consuming my own 
life, that for the sake of the honey I 


give to someone in a void, I des- - 


poil my finest flowers of their 
pollen, fear them up, trample on 
their roots.” 

Written when Chekhov was both 
an established doctor and a rising 
dramatist, The Seagull is full of the 
playwright's introspection. “In sev- 
eral characters who are writers or 
aspiring writers, we have the sense 
they are Chekhov at various stages 
in his development .. . an older 
writer looking back, a younger 
writer looking forward,” surmised 
Tarver. “There's also a doctor, and 
we can see some of Chekhov in 
that character.”

Or of the best movies I’ve 
ever seen was Emma, the one 
I'd spent my hard-earned money 
on just the night before I had to sit 
through Bulletproof, for which I 
shelled out absolutely no cash and 
still managed to feel ripped off. 
The only thing that made me 
endure Universal Pictures’ new 
“star vehicle” for Adam Sandler 
was the hope that I'd get paid to 
write a scathing review. 

Re: scathing. Here it is. If you 
can imagine a pimple-faced 18- 
year-old guy renting Martin Brest’s 
Midnight Run, loving it like crazy 
(especially the car chases) and 


trying his own hand at writing a 
screenplay, you'd get Bulletproof. 

Re: the plot. It isn’t thick, but 
the cranium of whoever wrote it 
sure is. In this stupidly violent 
action-comedy, star Adam Sandler 
of Saturday Night Live fame 
plays a two-bit street punk who 
thinks his co-star Damon Wayans 
is also a two-bit street punk, but it 
turns out the mo-fo is a big fat liar. 
In other words, he’s an undercov- 
er cop. The enemy. 

In a mega heroin deal gone 
wrong, Sandler accidentally 
shoots his friend (the cop) in the 
head. The cop survives, now with 
the addition of a steel plate in his 
head, and is assigned another job: 
find and arrest Sandler before he 
gets whacked by the cartoonlike 
goons of a car salesman/drug lord 
(James Caan).

?m sitting in the the pitch-black 
theatre, watching the first few 
minutes of the latest Van Damme-o- 
rama, Maximum Risk. The words 
“South of France” flash on the 
screen. My friend asks, “Do you 
think they mean Southern France, or 
do they mean Algeria?”

The producers of Maximum 
Risk didn’t have time to worry 
about details like location. Heck, 
they didn’t have time for character 
development, constructing a 
believable plot, or teaching Van 
Damme the intricacies of a multi- 
syllabic language. 

I'd be prepared to forgive all 
this—it is Van Damme, not Chekov, 
after all-if they had come through 
with some boffo action.

Dr Bryan Knight’s workshop, 
How to Avoid a Bad Relationship, 
was enticing. 





Send the sad jerk packing 


Knight, a psychotherapist for 29 
years, wasn’t offering any guaran- 
tees, but the workshop, run “as a 
way of giving back to the commu- 
nity — and hey, if I get some new 
clients out of it that’s the gravy,” 
— did offer a fresh angle. Forget 
about “fixing” the relationship 
you're in. It’s probably just a tired, 
recycled version of the last one. 
Why not try a whole new brand? 

Knight insists he’s not usually 
such a negative guy and he’d nor- 


mally go the regular how-to-make- 
things-work-in-your-relationship 
route. 

But with so many of his clients 
whining about their current 
squeezes, he began to think it 
might have more to do with whom 
they were choosing to squeeze. 

“These are good people with lots 
to offer and I thought it might be 
worth focusing on why good peo- 
ple find themselves in one bad 
relationship after another,” Knight 


said. 

Solve the problem at its root, nip 
it in the bud, an ounce of preven- 
tion, that kinda thing. 

Do you find in every relationship 
you eventually get an eerie feeling 
you've been there before? This, 
despite starting out really, really 
feeling this one was different, per- 
haps even feeling this was “the 
one.” In fact, the intensity was 
overwhelming, right? 

Yeah, well, that’s the first sign it 


isn't the one, Knight told the 15 re- 
covering bad-relationship addicts 
in the room. 

“That bowled-over feeling is a 
warning sign that things are proba- 
bly gonna sour,” he said, “because 
the attraction is not based on reali- 
ty but on something this person 
represents. You're projecting 
something or someone onto them 
and that’s how we fall into pat- 
tems.”
